Right here wc catch a glimpse of one of the cardinal points of 
the whole question—the question of all the misery in the world. 

The workmen would ami could produce everything in plenty, but 
they cannot do so at will. They must wait for somebody else to 
permit them to do so, to give them work, for they do not own the 
tools or the raw materials. t 

Thc tools (i. e. thc machines) arc cx|>cnsive now-a-days. therefore -1 
they arc under complete control of thc capitalist class. And the tools » 
of today also require a great amount of raw material and to buy that 
requires capital, which is another reason why capital controls pro* 
duction. 

You sec then that "capitalism” is the wall that the devil has put 
up between the laltorcr and his product 

But thc machinery and all the progress in implements of pro¬ 
duction wc cannot and do not want to destroy. Civilization does not 
want to go back to thc middle ages or be reduced to barbariant-if ; 
But as long as these implements of production — land, machinery, 
raw materials, railroads, telegraphs, etc., remain private property, only 
comparatively few can he their sole masters. As long as such is this 
case they will naturally use this private ownership for their owa ; 
private advantage. 

And capitalism is marching on. In 1901 when the terrible TheO* : 
dore Roosevelt became president, thc trusts conlrollcd about nine ' 
billions worth of property. Now they control twenty-nine billions,, 
out of a total of ninety billions.

Our 
progress, our production on a large scale, thc mighty accumnlatfaHtt 
of capital makes monopoly a necessary condition. Monopoly is hcr^ 
whether we wish it or not. 

The question, therefore, is only, sliall it be a private or a public 
monopoly ? 

The question is, do we wish to leave the products of this country 
in thc control of a small number of irresponsible men, whose only 
interest is to exploit us*up to tlie last limit of our endurance? . 

Do we wish to leave to a small clique thc monopoly of all things 
which make life good and desirable? Do we wish to make them abso¬ 
lute masters of all the necessities of our lives? 

Do we with to let a small number of capitalists decide how much' 
meat and how much bread we shall eat, how much we shall spend for 
coal and how much for oil, how nicely or how poorly we shall be 
clothed and housed—in brief, how well or liow ill, how long or how 
short time we shall live? 

Tlie same economic causes wluch developed capitalism are lead¬ 
ing to Socialism, wliicli will abolish both the capitalist class and the 
chss of wage workers. And the active force in bringing about this 
new and higher order of society is the Social-Democratic party.

Whcreveciand whenever 
man owned his own land and 'ools, 
and by them produced only the 
| things which hc'used, economic in¬ 
dependence was possible. But pro¬ 
duction or the making of goods, 
has long sinfc ceased to be individ¬ 
ual. The labors of score* or even 
tltouxands, enter into almost every 
article produced. Production i£ 
now social or collective, fran¬ 
tically everything is made or done

Tlic private ownership ol the means 
of employment grounds society in 
an economic slavery whi :h renders 
intellectual and political tyranny 
inevitable.

We the Socialist party, in con¬ 
vention assembled, make our ap- 
jwal to the American people as the 
defender and preserver of the idea 
of liberty and self-government, in 
which the nation was born; as the 
only political movement standing 
for the program and principles by 
which the lijK-rty of the individual 


by many men—sometimes separated 
Ly seas and continents—working 
together for tlic same ynd.

The captains of in¬ 
dustry are appalled at their own 
inability to control or direct the 
rapidly socializing forces of in¬ 
dustry. The so-called trust is but 
a sign and form of this developing 
socialization of the word’s work. 
The universal increase of tlie un¬ 
certainty of employment, tlie uni- 
vcrsal capitalist determination to 


dilions of tne worker’s children 
and their freedom from the work¬ 
shop ; for the equal suffrage of 


men and women; for the preven¬ 
tion, of the use of the millitary 
against labor in the settlement Of 
strikes; for the free administration 
of justice; for popular government, 
including inkuttve, referendum, 
proportional representation, and the 
recall of officers by their constitu¬ 
ents; and for every gain or ad¬ 
vantage for the workers that may 
be wrested from the capitalist sys¬ 
tem, and that may relieve the suf- 
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fering and strengthen the hands 
of labor. We lay upon every man 
elected to any executive or legisla¬ 
tive office the first duty ol striving 
to procure whatever is for the 
workers’ most immediate interest, 
and for whatever will lessen the 
economic and political powers of 
the workers. 

But, in so doing, we are using 
these remedial measures as means 
to the one great end of the co-op¬ 
erative commonwealth. Such meas¬ 
ures of relief as we may be able 
to force from capitalism are but a 
preparation of the workers to seize 
the whole powers of government, 
in order that they may thereby toy 
hold of the whole system Of in¬ 
dustry, and thus come into their 
rightful inheritance. 

To this end we pledge ourselves, 
\s the party of the working class, 
to uk all political power, as fast 
as it shall be entrusted to us by 
out fellow-workers, both for their 
ultimate and complete emancipa¬ 
tion. To this end we appeal to all 
the workers of America and to ,11 
who will lend their live* to the ser¬ 
vice of tlie workers in their strangle 
to gain their own, and to all who 
will nobly and disinterestedly give 
their days and energies unto the 
workers’ cause, to cast their lot and 
faith with the Social-Democratic 
party. Our appeal for the trust 
and suffrages of our fellow workers 
is at once an appeal for the common 
good and freedom, and for the free¬ 
dom and blossoming of our common 
humanity, in pledging ourselves 
and those which we present to be 
faithful to the appeal which we 
make, wc bcliqye that we arc bnt 
preparing the toil of the economic 
freedom of the whole man.

He lived 
and labored in the packing liouse 
and stock yard- district of Chicago. 
.Then he wrote bis book, which mer¬ 
cilessly lav*- bare the ulcer of a 
heartless industrialism. 

That Mr. Sinclair has written 
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an): Tobacco and Salt manufactur¬ 
ing industries have already been 
taken over and are being monopo¬ 
lized by the Government Many 
g.cat companies beer, sugar, oil, 
matches, cotton and other articles 
have already been amalgamated or 
are going l«^r. The amalgamation 
of railway roinpanies are also be¬ 
ing much talked of, though they arc 
at present competing furiously with 
each other. Mitsui, Iwasaki, 
Okura and other great capitalists 
are said to have doubled their 
wealth during the great war. Day 
laborers suddenly increased in tlicit" 
number within last decade. Pea¬ 
sants arc coming up to towns or 
going down in tlte weaves, leaving 
their farms barren behind them. 
Graduates of higher schools are all 
complaining of cruel difficulty in 
getting employment. The middle 
class is rapidly sinking down among 
the lower classes. Contrast of the 
wealthy and the poorer classes arc 
vividly engraved in the eves of the 
people. Dividends, profits, man¬ 
sions, villas, carriages, banquets, 
holiday trips, concubines, geisha- 
girls. etc., are the life of the 
wealthy, while long labor hours, 
scanty wages, slums, rags, drinking 
profligacy, quarrels, stealing, mur¬ 
der, etc., arc that of the poor. 
Soldiers and .sailors arc of course 
the son* of the poorer classes. 
Young men of upper classes escape 
the military with duty, one exsuse 
or another. The suffrage right is 
on the contrary only limited to the 
well-to-do people. Numerous 
triumphal arches have been erected 
in towns and cities. Marshals arc 
now coming back one after 
a no the. People arc welcoming 
them witl; their conventional "Ban¬ 
zai.” But we can well hear the 
grievous erv of unemployed in the 
bottom of tlte "Banzai.” It is said 
that there will he as many as 800,- 
000 unemployed men after the war-. 
Tlte problem of the unemployed is 
surely menacing society. GirLs 
and children however, are more 
wanted by the capitalists. You can 
see, for instance, many young wo¬ 
men in railway stations engaged in 
ticket selling and other works. 
They are wanted to be without hus¬ 
bands. The so-called “good- wives 
and wise mothers” principle of 
woman education of the Govern¬ 
ment is in reality thus destroyed. 
Newspapers are tools either of the 
Government or of the capitalists, 
some nUty indeed be said to be in¬ 
dependent But they are only is¬ 
sued for money-making purposes, 
not publishing opinions for any 
good of the people. Buddhism is 
the best friend of the Imperial 
household and other wealthy fami¬ 
lies, though it has its basis on the 
superstition of the poorer classes. 
Christianity is also drawing near 
toward the upper classes, preaching 
the virtues of perseverance and 
obedience to die poor. Political 
parties are now synonymous with 
with grafting organizations. The 
Diet is the place where graft is le¬ 
gally recognized. Togo and Oyama 
are worshipped as demi-gods. 
Togo slope is the name of the slope 
in the vicinity of whicii the admiral 
lives. But it was a great pity that 
when Marshal Marquis Oyama re¬ 
turned in triumph to Tokyo it 
rained very much to the great dis¬ 
appointment of flattering news¬ 
papers, which wanted to invent a 
new name of weather—ie. Oyama 
weather. Oyim-> weather now 
sarcastically ra-JUi rainy weather.

There 
are millions of Americans who fol¬ 
low noble idea A, who hate money 
grubbing and grinding the faces 
of the poor. But those arc the 
American* we do not hear of. They 
have no influence- upon the condi¬ 
tions of life around them. The | 
appalling fraud and cruelty and 
squalor and loathsomeness which 
“The Jungle" exposes arc delib¬ 
erately encouraged and nourished 
by the other kind of Americans. It 
is they who have made the United 
States to stink in (he nostrils of all 
who understand the difference be¬ 
tween Chrisfiiiuity and devilism, be¬ 
tween gocxL government and bad. 
How long Sill the many stand im¬ 
potent, w gaily regretting but 
striking no blow, while the few 
defile and mpke a mock of liberty, 
he Atnericfle lieast?"

St. Petersburg. April 7.—A panic 
lias been created in government cir¬ 
cles by the surprising strqigth de¬ 
veloped by the constitutional demo¬ 
crats.
